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The affidavit and exhibits filed 3/24/2004 will not be considered because good and 
sufficient reasons why it was not earlier presented have not been shown. Moreover, the scope of 
comparative data presented in the declaration under 1.132 filed 3/24/2004 does not 
commensurate with the scope of the claims. For example: the presented results are related to the 
effects of the prior art toxic substances on viability of the T cell suspensions (tables 1-4). Yet, the 
instant claims are not limited to the use of T cell suspension. Besides, the prior art cellular 
materials are tissues including skin tissues that are also within the scope of the instant claims. 
Thus, the comparatives data in the declaration under 1.132 filed 3/24/2004 are presented and/or 
argued for the cellular materials different from the prior art cellular materials.
